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unity College evolved from 
HoIntesMunKy Agricultural High School, 
wjhich was formed in 191 l.By 1 922, the state 
legisla t u re allow ed agric u 1 1 u ra I h igh schools to 
add twoyearsof college work, one year at a lime, 
if facilities, faculty and course offerings met the 
State Department of Education’s standards. 

In May 1 925, the board Noted unanimously 
to cease offering ninth grade classes and begin 
offering the first year of college. The State De 
pa rl men I of Ed neat ion approx ed t hei r pla ns I he 
following month. 

In the fall of 1 925, under the leadership of 
M E. Morehead, the college began offering col 
lege classes. 

The school had nine faculty members and 
I 1 Oboardingstudents. Thecollege wasaccred 
ited by the Mississippi Association of Colleges 
in 1 926 and became a member of the Missis 
sippi Junior College Literary and Athletic As 
sociationin 1928. 

At the time, thecollege had three main build 
ings, the administration building (now 
McDaniel), the girls’ dormitory and the boys’ 
dormitory. In addition to providing a labora 



lory for teaching agricultural science, the 
college’s cattle, poultry, orchard and garden 
supplied almost everything necessary for the 
dorm students’ meals. 

With the fall of 1928, Holmes experienced 
a number of changes. Morehead resigned and 
M.C. McDaniel was selected to succeed him. The 
second year of college work was offered. V 
gy nasi uni was built in 1928: the board sup 
plied S4000 for materials w bile malestudents 
and faculty provided the labor. 

Du ring th is yea r. t he school’s newspaper. The 
Grow I, began publication.Originally called The 
Cornerstone, thecollege syearbook also began 
publishingduringthe8choolyear.Mowever.due 
to the economic depression, publication was 
temporarily suspended in 1 932. 

In I 929, Carroll County joined Holmes 
County in supporting the institution. 

The band and Glee Club were organized in 
the 1929 30 school year. 

Several building and renovation projects 
were completed in 1 93 1. These included a new 
boys’ dorm, an auditorium annex on theadmin 
istration building, an agricultural cottage.

Just as the country adjusted to post war life. 
Holmes adjusted to fill the post war needs of its 
community. In 1 946, a veteran’s dormitory 
was added to the campus. 

Two wartime prefabricated naval barracks 
buildings were obtained from the government 
at no cost. These two buildings were converted 
into dormitory space for boys and apartments 
for married couples. 

Other changes to the facilities included re 
placing the old bleachers with new concrete 
ones: building a manual arts building, a grade 
\ dairy barn and an addition to the home ec 
building: renovating theadministration build 
ing. the married veterans’ building into a mu 
sic department on the first floor and a science 
department on the second: and converting the 
old grammar school into six faculty apart 
ments. 

In May 1 948, Ras Branch suffered a severe 
heart attack and resigned as president the fol 
lowing January. 



The board appointed Clarence \\. Loranceas 
the fourth president of Holmes. Branch wasap 
pointed to the board in March. 

Soon after Lorance became president, con 
struction began on a new gym and was com 
pleted in December 1 95 I. 

A new student center was built on the site of 
the prev iousgy m nasi urn. It included the book 
store, thecanteen, a recreation hall, a lobby and 
equipment. 

The Bulldogs football team was particularly 
strong during this decade. In 1 945. Holmes 
played against Hinds in the first everj unior col 
lege bow I game, the Lions Bow I Game in Lau 
rel. They also played in the Toy and Doll Bow I 
Game in Hattiesburg in 1 946 and the Lions 
Bow I again in I 950. Vfter beating Scooba in 
the 1 950 Lions Bow I Game. I he squad went on 
to play in the Memorial Bow I Game in Jackson 
and the Gulf Bowl in Del Mar. Texas. They won 
state championships in the 1945 46 and 
1 950 5 I school years. 

Their fellow Bulldogs on the men’s basket 
ball squad brought home the state champion 
ship trophy in 1952.

lie held a bachelor's degree from Missis- 
sippi College and a master's degree from 
George Peabody College. 

He served as president from 1 949 until 
his death from a severe heart attack in 
1955. 

The Student Center bears his name. 





In June 1950, the armed forces of communis! 
North Korea smashed across the 38th parallel of 
latitude and invaded the Republic of Korea. South 
Korea's army was smaller and not as well trained 
and equipped as North Korea. In a matter of days. 
Seoul had fallen and South Korea's army was in 
full retreat. In response. 16 nations, including the 
U. S.. sent troops to the aid of South Korea. A peace 
treaty was signed in July 1953. 
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Holmes* foil rlh decade had a rather tragic 
beginning in the taller half of 1 955. 

The Sludenl Center constructed in 1 952 
was destroyed by fire in July 1 955. President 
Lorance suffered a severe heart attack and died 
on Nov. 29, 1955. 

I pon completion of the newly rebuilt stu 
dent center, it was named in memory of 
Clarence Lorance and his many years of sen ice 
and dedication to the school. 

Frank B. Branch was elected by the board of 
trustees to fill the position of president. 

Despite its tragic beginning, this decade 
proved to be one of the most influential in de 
ter m i n ing t he col lege’s f u I u re. 

Through the efforts of the administration, 
the board, faculty alumni and friends of the 
college,seven other counties, including Attala, 
1956; Montgomery, 1958; Grenada, 1959; 
Choctaw, 1959; Madison, 1961; Webster, 
1963; and Yazoo, 1964; joined Holmes and 
Carroll counties to form the nine county dis 
trie! the college still serves today. 

Thecollege renovated all existing structures 
and realized that increasing enrollments would 



necessitate expansion. This would require the 
procurement of additional land, w Inch the col 
legedid. With 1 28 acres added to the campus, 
Ihecollegeset in motion a long range plan that 
included a number of new structures. These in 
eluded McMorrough Library, 1 961; Motel Dor 
milory for boys, 1 962; and Attala Hall, 1962; 
Carrol I Cafeteria, 1963;and Montgomery Fine 
Arts Building, 1965. 

Holmes continued to flourish in extracur 
ricular activities as well. The men's basketball 
team won the state championship in 1 956. 

The international honor society for two year 
schools. Phi Theta kappa, granted Holmes its 
first charier in March 1 959 and the kappa VI 
pha chapter was founded. 

Tennis returned to the college after an I I 
year hiatus. In 1956, Holmes football player 
Tommy Guthrie played in the first annual Jun 
ior College All American game. Holmes 
alumni were even gathering national at tention, 
as Ode Burrell, a former standout on the Bull 
dog football squad and now HCCSports Hall of 
Fame member, signed a professional contract 
with the Houston Oilers in 1964.

Legislative Committee for Mississippi Jun 
ior Colleges, Lay Study Committee which 
recommended to the Mississippi Legisla 
lure the division of Mississippi into junior

W hile the state moved from its agricultural 
roots to a more industrialized economy, the col 
lege adapted by continuing to add more voea 
tional technical programs as the demands for 
workers trained in these areas grew. 

In addition to the cosmetology, radio and 
television and drafting programs already in 
place. Holmes established programs in automo 
live mechanics, electronic servicing, machine 
shop, practical nurse education, refrigeration 
and air conditioning, welding, secretarial 
training, draftingand design technology, build 
ing and construction technology and data pro 
cessing. 

Holmes began offering classes at off site lo 
cations such as Kosciusko, W inona, Canton,

Grenada. Lexington, kilmichael and Yazoo 
City. 

Students were offered the opportunity to 
participate in a wide array of extracurricular 
activities. The Student Government \ssocia 
lion, the Women's Judicial Council, the Colic 
gialeCivitan Club, the Dramatics Club, Phi 
Theta Kappa. Phi Beta Lambda, the Debating 
Club, the Lottie Peebles Home Economics Club, 
the Cosmetology Club, the Chess Club, the 
Christian Council, Baptist Student Union, 
Wesley Foundation, the Newman Club, and Vo 
cational Industrial Clubs of America were all 
offered to Hoi mes st uden Is d u ri ng th is t i me.

A building to hold the mechanics shop and 
welding shop was added in I 978. That same 
year, Madison Hall, a dorm i Ion for male slu 
den ks, was destroyed b\ fire. 

Holmes athletic teams continued to excel; 
the football team again won the state champi 
onship in I 98 I. 

The greatest change to occur at the college 
during these ten years was theestablishmenl of 



two satellite campuses, one in Bidgeland and 
one in Grenada. 

The decision lo build new centers in the 
northern and southern extremes of the geo 
graphical!) large district came as a result of 
extensive stud) and strategic planning con 
ducted in I 98 I and I 982 involving all seg 
menlsof the two year college community. 

The main purpose for the centers was to 
make theeducalional programs and services of 
the college available lo a greater percentage of 
the district’s population. I nder the leadership 
of the Board of Trustees, the new facilities were 
planned and built in the communities of 
Grenada and Bidgeland. 

This decade of Holmes history closed w ith 
IheopeningoflheGrenada Center in the fall of 
1985.

Great changes continued to shape the col 
lege. M.R. Thorne announced his retirement as 
president in 1 989. 

Dr. Starkey A. Morgan Sr. took office as the 
college's topadministralor on July I. I989.the 
same dale the college changed its named from 
Holmes Junior College to Holmes Community 
College. In November of 1 988, the Board of 
Trustees took the initial steps to change the 
name of the institution to more accurately re 
fleet Ihecomprehensiveand multi faceted mis 
sion of the modern two-year college. The new 
name was subsequently approved by the State 
Board of Community and Junior Colleges in 
December 1988. 

In 1 989, Alumnus l)r. Samuel O. Massey es- 
tablished a S500.000 scholarship fund from 
which is draw n the resources to educate indi 
viduals w ho attend Holmes and continue their 
studies to ultimately become members of the 



medical profession.
